A general survey of the people in 
office in state and nation will al- 
ways show a certain in'oportion of 
new men. 
This is due partly to the 
fact that office-holders are" not im- 
mortal, and, therefore, sometimes 
die, but generally only at an ad- 
vanced age. 
More of them 
are 
beiiten for re-election, and some of 
t]iem fail to get appointments. 
In 
the two cases last named it is not 
from any -want of industry and per- 
sistence that they are private citi- 
zens. 
When in a minority at home 
thoy try Washington if the federal 
administration 
is 
on their side. 
Tims many of them 
vacillate be- 
tween seeking service in the state 
or the nation, as the conditions may 
be more favorable for success. 


It will also be noted, however, 
that a large number of those in 
office, whether federal, .state of mu- 
nicipal, are persons who have been 
in office always—or at least 
the 
tiie memory of man runneth not to 
the contrary. 
If they fall of ejec- 
tion they seek an appointment, or if 
thoy can not i^et one office they try 
another. 
Occasionally, when all 
chances at home are exhausted, the 
patriotic citi/en who is unwilling 
that the country should be deprived 
permanently of his services will 
emigrate and seek a constituency 
that has no prejudices against him. 
This does not always work, but it 
sometimes does. 
As a rule, 
one 
who lias been long in office never 
wholly abandons the hope of getting 
some place somewhere and some- 
how. 


All this does not prove that it is a 
good thing to build up an office-hold- 
ing class in the country, but merely 
that it may be done whether the 
civil service law be reijealed or not. 
Those who are clamoring for its re- 
peal on the ground that it creates a 
class of olhce-holders should not bo 
bending their energies to jierpetuate 
the same class in another way.

are found to be far superior to En- 
glish manufactures of the 
same 
weight. 
The American goods are 
made of a firmer twisted yarn than 
the English and are without the fill- 
ing which, while making the mate- 
rials smooth and of good appear- 
ance, causes it to wear badly and to 
lack the strength of the American 
goods. 


The market for bleached cottons 
in this country has frequently been 
overstocked and should the i)resent 
oxjieriment result in a regular ex- 
port trade the effect will be to keep 
the mills continually running and to 
in-event the periodical running on 
half time and discharge of mill 
workers which has led to so much 
misery and discontent.

A gang of men is at work pitting 
in a third pump at the Blnffton gas 
pumping station of the Port Wayne 
Gas company. 
Two pumps are 
already shooting gas through the 
pip^ to this city, but the third one 
was thought necessary. 


The station is truly an enormous 
affair. Twelve big boilers are kept 
going. 
Steam is forced through 
pipe sixteen inches in diameter to 
the pump house. This big pipe was 
the one that exploded and injured a 
workman. 
Seven men are em- 
ployed during, the day and three at 
night. 
Besides this four pr five car- 
penters are still at work on certain 
jiortions of the work which is still 
-ancompleted. 


Strict rules govern the plant. 
No 
one is allowed to smoke upon the 
premises. 
Even the owners are 
very careful not to use either pipe 
or cigars around. The high board 
fence around the station completely 
bars out visitors 
and 
curiosity- 
seekers. 
All doors are locked on 
the inside. 
Admission is only se- 
cured by means of a card presented 
at the station office. 
The whole 
plant is an expensive affair into 
which the gas company has put lots 
of money, and which they use ex- 
treme care in protecting from the 
least chance of an accident.

CHICAGO, Jan. 19.--Today's ses- 
sion of the inter-state joint confer- 
ence of bituminous coal operators 
and miners was enlivened by an at- 
tempt on the part of the Illinois 
operators to have a committee of 
twenty-one miners of this state ap 
pointed to meet a like number of 
operators and arrange a scale of dif- 
ferentials. The session began with 
a full attendance, but no report was 
presented by the scale committee 
and they were granted further time. 
Chairman Sweet, of the committee, 
informed the convention that noth- 
ing of a definite nature had trans- 
pired in the committee and that 
none of the questions discussed had 
been put to a vote. 
Chairman Dal- 
xell, of the Illinois operators, then 
presented a motion that the Illinois 
miners be permitted to name a com- 
mittee of twenty-one to meet the 
operators and agree upon differ- 
entials in the state. The operators, 
he said, had agreed upon a basis of 
differentials and in order to facili- 
tate action in the convention he 
proposed to have the locals 
all 
ready for the convention. 
Differ- 
entials seem to be a signal for dis- 
cord whenever mentioned and no 
sooner had Mr. Dalzell's motion 
been seconded than a storm of op- 
position broke loose from Indiana, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania. 


President Ratchford 
supported 
the Illinois plan, saying it would 
facilitate the working of the con- 
vention and could do no harm. 
A 
motion to table Mr. Dalzell's plan 
put and declared lost under the 
rules, although it received a vote of 
twenty-foiir against twelve. 
Chair- 
man Holcomb stated that what the 
Illinois representatives wished to 
meet was clearly without the pale 
of the convention and that any ac- 
tion they might take would neces- 
sarily need the approval of the con- 
vention. 
Mr. Dalzell thereupon 
withdrew his motion, having, as he 
stated, secured all he desired, the 
practical consent of tlie convention 
for a meeting of the miners and op- 
erators in this state.

was promoted from timekeeper in 
the shop office to a position in the 
main office, the change going into 
effect this morning. 


The item that 
Lafayette had 
ccased to be a registering point for 
Wabash trainmen was correct onlj^ 
So far as the passenger trains are 
concerned. Freight crews still regis- 
ter and receive orders there as be- 
fore. 
The reason that passenger 
crews don't do so is because the 
place of register is so distant from 
the station that too much time is 
consumed in walking to and from 
it. 
The object was solely to save 
time for the crews. 


The Pullman company proposes 
to clean all its cars at St. Louis 
hereafter by compressed air, having 
determined by expei-iment that it is 
better and more economical in every 
way than the present system of 
beating the dust out of upholstery, 
carpets and curtains and using water 
and chamois on woodwork. The 
pressed air is carried from the 
pumping plant to the cars in com- 
mon rubber hose, as easily as water 
would lie. The only objection to 
introducing the new process in Chi- 
cago is that the yards of the various 
roads are not consolidated, as they 
are in St. Louis. 


The new two-inch bolt machine, 
built by the Ajax company for the 
Pennsylvania company, has arrived 
and is now being erected in the 
bla(;ksmith shop and will soon be 
ready for operation. 
The other and 
larger machine will arrive in a wee^: 
or two. These pieces add much to 
the facilities of. the blacksmith shop, 
where the work done nowadays is 
much heavier than that of a few 
years ago. 
These bolt machines 
will be first employed in making 
bolts for the 100,000 pound capacity 
cars which are soon to be built in the 
Fort Wayne shops. 
These will be 
the largest cars ever constructed 
west of the Allegheny mountains. 


A L U L L IN F R E I G H T 
T R A F F I C . 


There has been a wonderful fall- 
ing of in freight traffic on the 
Pittsburg road. 
Last week anu for 
several weeks previous it was a 
difficult matter to furnish crews 
sufficient to handle the immense 
business. 
This morning the slates 
showed that some of the men were

A gang of men is at work putting 
in a third pump at the Blnffton gas 
pumping station of the Fort Wayne 
Gas company. 
Two pumps are 
already shooting gas through the 
pipes to this city, but the third one 
was thought necessary. 


The station is truly an enormous 
affair. Twelve big boilers are kept 
going. 
Steam is forced through a 
pipe sixteen inches in diameter to 
the pump house. This big pipe was 
the one that exploded and injured a 
workman. 
Seven men are em- 
ployed during, the day and three at 
night. 
Besides this four or five car- 
penters are still at work on certain 
jyortions of the work which is still 
-ancompletod. 


Strict rules govern the plant. No 
one is allowed to smoke upon the 
premises. 
Even the owners are 
very careful not to use either pipe 
or cigars around. The high board 
fence around the station completely 
bars out visitors and curiosity- 
seekers. All doors are locked on 
the inside. 
Admission is only se- 
cured by means of a card presented 
at the station office. 
The whole 
plant is an expensive affair into 
which the gas company has put lots 
of money, and which they use ex- 
treme care in protecting from the 
least chance of an accident.

The operators, 
he said, had agreed upon a basis of 
differentials and in order to facili- 
tate action in the convention he 
proposed to have the locals all 
ready for the convention. 
Differ- 
entials seem to be a signal for dis- 
cor:l whenever mentioned and no 
sooner had Mr. Dalzell's motion 
been seconded than a storm of op- 
position broke loose from Indiana, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania. 


President Ratchford 
supported 
the Illinois i)lan, saying it would 
facilitate the working of the con- 
vention and could do no harm. 
A 
motion to tabic Mr. Dalzell's i)lan 
put and declared lost under the 
rules, although it received a vote of 
twenty-four against twelve. 
Chair- 
man Holcomb stated that what the 
Illinois representatives wished to 
meet was clearly without the pale 
of the convention and that any ac- 
tion they might take would neces- 
sarily need the approval of the con- 
vention. 
Mr. Dalzell thereupon 
withdrew his motion, having, as he 
stated, secured all he desired, the 
practical consent of the convention 
for a meeting of the miners and op- 
erators in this state.

In 
the two cases lust named it is not 
from any want of industry and per- 
sistence that they are private citi- 
zens. When in a minority at home 
thoy try Washington if the federal 
administration is on their side. 
Thus many of them vacillate be- 
tween seeking service in the state 
or the nation, a* the conditions may 
be more favorable for success. 


It will also be noted, however, 


that a large number of those in 
office, whether federal, state of mu- 
nicipal, are persons who have been 
in office always—or at least the 
the memory of man runneth not to 
the contrary. If they fail of ejec- 
tion they seek an appointment, or if 
they can not ^et one office they try 
another. 
Occasionally, when all 


chances at home are exhausted, the 
patriotic citizen who is unwilling 
that the country should be deprived 
permanently of his services will 
emigrate and seek a constituency 
that has no prejudices against him. 
This does not always work, bnt it 
sometimes does 
As a rule, one 


who has been long in office never 
wholly abandons the hope of getting 
some place somewhere and some- 
how. 


All this does not prove that it is a 


pood thing to build up an office-hold- 
ing class in the country, bnt merely 
that it may be dune whether the 
civil service law be repealed or not.
